PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT LIKELY 
TO TAKE SUCH STEP. 


May Recommend to Congress to ln - 
creage Fighting Feree to One Hun- 
dred Men—Present Num- 
ber Entirely Inadequate to Prop- 
erly Garrison Posts. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—President 
Roosevelt, in his final annual message 
to Congress, probably will recommend 
an inereage in the numerical strength 
of the army to at least 100,000 men. 
At pregent the army is on a footing 
of 60,000 men, the number } rovided 
for in the time of peace. 
To the general staff it has become 
evident In the last two years that 60,- 
000 men are too few properly to gar- 
risen the posts at which it is necessary 
to maintain an army ferce. These 
posts include the garrisons in 6 „ in- 
sular possessions of America. The law 
provides that the army may be in- 
creased to 100,000 men in the time of 
need. 
This provision, in the opinion of mil- 
itary experts, is likely to prove 4 se- 
rious handicap to the army @ absolute 
necessity should arise for a larger 
force. It is pointed out that the re- 
cruiting of the army from 60,000 
to 100,000 men would bring into the 
service an addition of approximately 
two inexperience] men to every three 
experienced soldiers. The injection of 
so eonsiderable a force of raw recruits, 
it is stated by military officials, ould 
detract seriously from the efficiency of 
the army. 
It is also pointed out that a con- 
siderable foree will be required to gar- 
rison the fortifications at Pearl Har- 
bor in the Hawalian Islands. An im- 
mense amount of money is to be ex- 
nded in the erection of these forti- 
ations, and it is the opinion of army 
officials that a garrison of at least 
2000 men will have to be maintained 
there in order to protect the works 
and insure invasion by a pos- 
sible enemy.

HEAD OF ANTI-SUICIDE BUREAU 
TRIES TO KiK SELF.

Swallows Strychnine Taken Earlier 
in Day from Would-be Suicide and 
Turns on Gas—Writes of His Feel- 
ings as Death Creeps Upon Him. 
May not Recover.

DES MOINES, Sept. 6.—{Exclusive | —— 


Dispatch.] From the sheer force of 
mental suggestion, Brig. Scott Girard, 
head of the State Anti-Suicide Bureau, 
Volunteers of America, tried to kill 
himself last night by swallowing fifty 
strychnine pellets taken from a man 
dissuaded from suicide during the day, 
and turning on the gas after closing 
all openings. 

While a letter to his wife in Chi- 
cago lay sealed befcre him, he began 
writing of his feelings as death crept 
over him, and continued the morbid 
study of death until he became uncon- 
acious.

most menacing problems of modern France have 
the eame root, and the fact that the government 
owes its position largely to its labor and socialist 
proclivities makes the outlook seem even more hope- 


and entitled “Statistique des Gréves et des Récours 
a la Conciliation et a l’Arbitrage Survenus Pendant 
l’Année, 1906.” This report shows that while in 
1905 there were 830 strikes in which 177,666 strik- 
ers were involved, in 1906 there were 1309 strikes 
involving 438,466 strikers. The enormously great- 
er number of strikers shows that the social malady, 
once confined to the smaller establishments, has 
now involved the great corporate concerns and the 
important manufacturing centers. 

It is noteworthy that strikes are no more suc- 
cessful in France than elsewhere. Out of the 1309 
strikes already mentioned only 278 succeeded, al- 
though a number of others are said to have “partly 
succeeded.” The majority of the strikes were in 
the textile manufactures. Then come the building 
trades, while third on the list are the metal-working 
establishments. There were only three strikes 
among workers in precious stones, while the miners, 
workers in chemical products including tobacco, 
and the stone-cutting trades, have an honorable 
position in the list. 

A very remarkable table is that which shows the 
causes of strikes, the number of men affected and 
the total of working days lost as a result of strikes. 
Strikes due to two or more causes are here tabu- 
lated under each cause:

The total loss of working days in the course 
of a single year is an impressive one. When we 
remember the further loss caused by other em- 
ployés thrown out of work the full catastrophe to 
the working power of the country becomes still 
more apparent. 

The report makes it clear that the chances of 
success in a French stpike are in inverse proportion 
to its duration. The largest percentage of success- 
ful strikes was found among those of seven days’ 
duration or less, when 27.9 per cent. go to the 


credit of the strikers. Among the strikes that last- 


ed more than seven days and less than fifteen days 
only 15.7 were won by the strikers and of strikes 
lasting more than thirty days 5.8 per cent. were 
successful. 

A consideration of a ten-year period shows how 
nearly uniform has been the progress of the labor- 
union movement in France with its attendant 
strikes.

During the ten years in question France lost 
over thirty million working days as the direct re- 
sult of strikes, whilg the cost in money of this 
enormous time total may be left to the imagination. 

At the present time it is the avowed intention of 
the General Confederation of Labor in France to 
unite all the unions of the country under one con- 
trol, so that they may be moved by the passions of 
one mind. Although there are still a wood many 
organizations that refuse to surrender their inde- 
pendence, there can be no question that the General 
Confederation will ultimately succeed in its aims 
and that it will use its power to proclaim a general 
strike throughout the republic. Such at least is its 
avowed object; and it is a suggestive fact that the 
enemies of the republic and of republican institu- 
tions in general are well-nigh unanimous in sup- 
port of this movement to paralyze industry, ruin 
honest men, deprive women and children of food 
and promote disorder and bloodshed.

ALIFORNIA PETROLEUM. 
That is a remarkable bit of news that Cali- 


fornia leads all the States in the production of 


mineral oil. The daily output is 130,000 barrels, 
equal to 47,450,000 barrels a year. 

Over forty years ago it became known that pe- 
troleum underlay portions of this State. The first 
attempts to reach it, as we remember, were made 
near Santa Barbara, easterly from the city. They 
were unsuccessful. Little was done for ten years, 
but about thirty years ago Hon. Charles W. Fen- 
ton of San Mateo undertook the reaching of the 
oi] deposits in the hills near Newhall, in what is 
now famous as Pico Canon. Mr. Fenton sank 
many holes and incidentally a considerable for- 
tune, and reached the right spot only as he was 
on the point of bankruptcy. Soon after that the 
late William Lacy and William R. Rowland began 
developing the oil territory on Mr. Rowland’s ranch 
in the Puente hills. The first holes were sunk in 
the bottom of a cafion where the oil oozed. out on 
the surface. The deposit was easily found with 
shallow bores, but the product was semi-asphalt. 
A new theory of oil was the result of holes up 
the sides of the hills, and a thing very strange at 
that time was that the higher up the incline and 
the deeper the well, the larger the flow and the 
lighter the gravity of the oil. 

These were the pioneer attempts at developing 
the oil deposits of the State, and from then on 
progress was made, one field after another being 
opened up. Some sixteen or eighteen years ago the 
territory near Bakersfield was attacked with suc- 
cess, and now the San Joaquin Valley is a large 
producer. 

The Santa Barbara field was not forgotten. 
More than twenty years ago efforts to reach the 
oil in the mountains of Ventura county were made, 
and the several cafions about Piru were found to 
be good territory. Still later the territory north- 
west of the city of Santa Barbara was developed, 
and now the Santa Maria country is among the 
large producers. 

The first wells at Puente were only a few feet 
deep, and gave up semi-asphalt, unfit for refining. 
The wells in the mountains of Ventura and those 
about Whittier and easterly to Placentia, on the 
south slope of the Puente hills had to go down 
thousands of feet to reach the oil, but when tapped 
it came up in floods and of light gravity. 

The State was in bad plight for power fuel until 
these deposits of oil were found. By the cargo coal 
cost $7 per ton in Los Angeles, compared with 
$1.50 at the furnace mouths of eastern factories. 
Competition was out of the question. Two barrels 
of oil are equal to a ton of coal, and at times the 
price has beén less than 50 cents a barrel. If all 
used for fuel, the oil product of the State for a year 
would be as good as 25,000,000 tons of coal. 

The great fact about these oil deposits is that 
at the present rate of development some of the 
fields will not be exhausted in 200 years. .

English authors are just now making strenuous 


efforts to protect their interests in the American 
market. any of them are even going to the ex- 
pense of having their entire books put into type, 


even though the books do pot seem to interest 
American publishers. Quite a number of others 
are having only short extracts from their works 
rinted in America, evidently not being aware of 
e fact that this affords them no protection. The 
copyrighting of foreign books in America is a good 
thing for the American ae but it is very 
doubtful if the ayes s ever justified. As a 
rule, American publishing firms are only too glad 
to obtain good books that will sell well in America, 
and the usual presumption is that if a book is not 
taken up over there some firm of standing it 
will not have a sale. ile this view is not always 
borne out by the facts book publishing being a 
lottery almost equal to marriage—it is quite true 
that, where one accepted book makes a hit if 
brought out by the author himself, hundreds of 
others are never heard of. Still, the ceryrighting 
of English books in America by their authors goes 
merrily on, and the printers in the United States 
should welcome the development of what promises 
to be a very flourishing trade.

“The question of the inherent right 
or wrong of the action does not enter 
here. Admitting the unwisdom, even 
the wickedness of the indulgence, there 


pression. If no one is hurt but my- 
self let me bear my penalty; what 
is it to you? 

In point of fact, the wrongfulness 
of indulgence in alcoholic beverages, 
of frolic and carousal on Sunday, and 
other doubtful practices is not ad- 
mitted by the ‘liberals.’ But the cure 
for their error, so far as it is simply 
a personal opinion, must come through 
education and moral suasion, not co- 
ercion. 

“The contention of the ‘liberals’ is 
sound and decisive, so long as you 
admit their primary assumption. The 
only just ground of restraint in the 
watters under consideration is the 
public weal. Were i settled that the 
programme of personal license and a 
wide-open city hurt no one but the 
participants, we should be compelled 
to cry ‘hands off’ to any policy of 
forcible restraint. 

“Under the law of solidarity no in- 
dividual is or can be isolated. He can- 
not keep himself to himself. E >ecially 
is this the case in a democratic 80 
ciety, where each is a unit and a fac- 
tor in the body politic. An individual 
might plead the innocence of his pur- 
pose and even the innocuousness of 
his act, taken by itself, but when a 
practice is to be hazardous t the 
public, personal privilege has to sur- 


re 

“The fact that an individual may 
not abuse his liberty is not pertinent. 
The calculus of probabilities holds. On 
the whole and at last the dreadful re- 
sults will ensue; we cannot say in 
advance from what individuais, so we 
refuse the risk. 

“This is entirely a different thing 
from the ‘puritanism’ of imposing one 
man’s personal tastes, or private no- 
tions upon another. It is simply a ques- 
tion of public policy. In view of it, 


insists upon the abrogation of all laws. 
“Were there time it could be shown 
that the preservation of Sunday as a 
day of rest, its protection for the uses 
of a higher citizenship and a nobler 
manhood, is not a matter of interest to 
pre and fanatics alone, but a grave 
social problem.
